An expectant mother, branded as a 
murderess and condemned to die, 
sat in her prison cell sewing baby 
clothes today “a bit (bewildered” at 
efforts for clemency in her behalf. 
She is Mrs. Beatrice Ferguson 
Snipes, convicted at York, 
South 
Carolina, of murdering a rural po­ 
liceman and sentenced to be electro­ 
cuted next April 7. 
Already the 
mother of one child, she expects the 
birth of another in a few weeks. 
“I just don’t know about these 
things,” was her only comment on 
the nation-wide efforts of women 
, and welfare workers, one of whom 
even 
appealed 
to 
President-elect 
Roosevelt, to have Gov. I. C. Black­ 
wood save her life. 
‘‘I am not prepared to go that 
way,” she said with a significant nod 


of her head in the direction of the 
squat, red brick death house only 
200 yards from the Infirmary where 
her baby will be born. 
Writing in her behalf. Mrs. J. S. 
Gray, of Uphill, Chevy Chase, Mary­ 
land, urged President-elect Roose­ 
velt to use his "influence to do some­ 
thing for this poor woman.” 
Another letter, from Mrs. Thomas 
F. Opie, Olney, Maryland, urged 
Mrs. Snipes have appealed to the 
rebuild her life, particularly for her 
child’s sake.” 
Governor Blackwood said he felt 
it would be improper for him to in­ 
tervene “until the courts have finally 
ruled in the matter.”

HERE are two paragraphs from the book. "Fortitude,” by Hugh 
Walpole, which have been sent- in to me that I consider so fine I wish 
to pass them on. Here they are: f 
• There are occasions in our life when the great Wave so abruptly over­ 
whelms us that before we have recovered our dazed senses, it has passed, 
and the water on every side is calin again, 
"There are other occasions when we stand, i* may seem through a 
lifetime of anticipation, bracing our backs for the inevitable moment.

It would be a fine plan for us all to write down on a piece of papier all 
the things for which we should be thankful. Should we do this bften 
enough, I feel sure that most of our complaints would be no more—with­ 
ered away through the consciousness of gratitude.

1933 Auto Tags 
In Use This Week 


Motor vehicle registration plates j 
for 1933 may be used on and after j 
Thursday. December 16. 
Owners j 
are requested by the bureau of I 
I 
motor vehicles to begin using 1933 
tags on that date. 
County

municipal authorities are asked to 
attach the new plates on official 
cars, 
The vehicle code requires that 
plates be securely fastened to 
the 
car or truck for which they were 
issued. 
They must be affixed not 
less than 12 inches from the ground, 
measuring from the bottom of the 
plate.
